tions were eagerly debated in certain circles,
but excited little interest in the industrions
masses, contented, for the most part, to go on

srotecting and being protected after the phi-
}oxuph.\' of the middle ages.

Problems concerning the functions and
amendment of the Constitution were those
which engrossed the faoculties of ordivary
public men, excited the powers of the greatast
orators and statesmen, and roused the pas-
gions of the multitude. If a Briton of those
days were to have been told that his children
or grandolifidren would cease almost wholly
to take interest in the development and
working of that British Constitation which
he deemed the nearest approach on earth
to the perfection of human wisdom, he would
gave augured ill indeed of the commonwealth,
and bave deemed that days of wooden shoas
and slavery were near at hand. And yet that
event has substantially come to pass,

It is impossible to shut our eyes to ths
phencmena which indicate a cessation, rather
sudden than gradual, of that tendency of the
popular sentiment luwurds_ the extension of
mere political rights which wes thus the
ruling public passion for nan.rli.'_ a century.
Our champions of advanced political ideas
scem rather in the posilion of miners who

pulse beat a stroke higher by reason of ths
debates on lodger suffrage. Our party leaders
of old who thought they knew their country-

| men well—the two Pitts, Fox, and Grenvilles

—would have recoiled in bewilderment from

the mnotion of one of two united na-
tions rending its establishments fiercel
asunder on a question of Chure
patronage, and another going half

out of its wits about the special regulations
under which poor belpless children sare to be
| taught their very elemontary “‘Grammar of
Assent'” 50 as to please the sects, DBurke,
with his larger mind, might have compre-
hended more nearly the nature of the ehange
which had passed over the mind of his nation;
but he would bave regarded it as a sign of
degeneracy such as was manifested when the
Roman nation ceased to study the art of gov-
erning empires and betook itsell to the Arian
controversy. Whether we ought to foeel
humiliated on this aceount or not, one thing
